YEAR OLD SKULL 


The Smithsonian Institution 
has announced that “Florida can 
now make a legitimnte claim to 
some very old inhabitants’— 
perhaps 10,000 years old, reports

Dr T. Dale Stewart, Smithsonian 
curator of physical anthropology, 
dug {nto the Institution's skull col- 
lection, tore apart a reconstructed 
skull and put it together again In

The skull was discovered 20 years 
ago near Melbourne, Florida. At 
that time Dr James W. Gidley, 
Smithsonian paleontologist, said 
fossils unearthed where the skull 
was discovered Indicated It was the 
remainder of a human who lived

America near the-end of the Ice

A scientist who had-much to 
do with developing the atomic 
bomb, suid that the time may 
come when man will not need 
the sun ‘to make his. garden 
grow, reports United’ Press. 


This ‘scientist—tall, lanky 
Glenn Seaborg. University © of 
Californin Physicist told a 
conference on the. future of 
nuclear science that man’s 
nbility to synthesise ‘food and 
fuel, was not out of the ques- 


tion. 


“This could rise,” he sold, “to A 
Miteral «harnessing of the sun's 
energy.” 


To perform this trick, scicntists 
will have to do further research with 
radlonctive isotopat, the by-product 
of the uranium chain-reacting piles 
in the nfomic bomb factories. 

He told of experiments with 
radioactive carbon on certain types 
of plant, Ife under various con- 
trolied conditions In the light as 
well as In the dark. ‘ 

“The results obtained so far have 
been rather surprising,” he suid. 


Only Surface Scratched ' 


Senbvorz said that science, using 
the radionctive elements, had merely 
scratched the surfece and that “it 
seems realistic and entirely safe to 
predict that a large number of ad- 
vances and discoveries will be made 
In the future, a few of them epoch- 
making.” 


“Jt Is not at nll out of the question 
that the greatest gains to humanity 
from the atomic cnerfy development 
wit result from the widespread use 
of tracers to solve @ multitude of 
problems rather than from the hat- 
nessing of the power itsclf,” sald 
Senborg.

Merger “Costs 
- Agreement 


London, Nov. 25. 

The British Cabinct meeting 
to-~day will probably approve the 
billion-dollar rough draft agrec-. 
ment to merge the United 
States and British zones of, Ger- 
many.and make them self- 
supporting within three years, 
according to British diplomatic 
sources, : 


The proposal, which wero drafted 
by American and British experts in 
Washington,. obligate cach country to 
contribute 50 per cent—~$500,000,000 
—of the estimated cost of tlie plan. 

A fult report on the Cabinet mect- 
ing will be forwarded immediately 
to the Foreign Secretary, Mr, Ernest 
Bevin, in New York. It is not ex- 
pected thero will be ony announce- 
ment in London of the Cabinet's de- 
cision, probably not even whether the 
Cabinet discussed the matter. 

Mr, Bevin hus made it clear ¢o the, 
Prime Mjnister tHat American opin- 
jon’-would only permit Congress to 
avreo for a 60-60 sharing of tho cost 
of ndministrating the two zones and 
making the German industry again: 
self-supporting. . ~ . 

Britain originally proposed that 
‘the United States, with her 
vastly greater resources should pay 
‘28 per cent of the cost, The United 
‘States, on the other band, argued 
that Britain should pay 58 per cent 
of the cost because the British zone 
-of Germany had a larger population 
and larger ‘deficits. : 

British sources belleved the Re-
